DAVIS AWAITS 
REPLIES. 
Washington, March 
of Labor Davis tonight was still 
awaiting replies from four of the 
five leading packers and from pack- 
ing house employees to his offer of 
mediation in the controversy aris- 
ing from the proposed wage cut an- 
nounced to take effect tomorrow. 
Wilson & Co., in a telegram re- 
ceived during the day by the sec- 
retary, agreed to the secretary’ 
proposal of a conference between 
two representatives each from the 
packers and their employees in 
which Mr. Davis will participate 
with Secretaries Hoover, of com- 
merce, and Wallace, of agriculture, 
in the role of advisers. The tele- 
gram reported to have been sent 
from Chicago by Dennis Lane, sec- 
retafy-treesurer of the employers’ 
unions had not been received by the 
gecretary of labor tonight. 
Secretary Davis is anxious to set 
the date for the conference as soon 
as possible and the telegraph offices 
today had instruction from him 
to send any telegrams to his hotel.

ARREST EXPECTED. 
IN MYSTERY CAS 


Initials or Address of 
Man Who Had Wound in 
His Arm Dressed. 


Although failing to obtain any In-— 
formation of value concerning the 
identity of the mysterious Shultz, 
who Friday night went to the home 
of Dr. I. H. Etheridge, 148 Pulliam 
street, to have a long cut in his 
arm dressed, county policemen and 
city detectives probing into the 
fight at Lakewood which: 1esulted 
in Fred Thompson, who conducted 
vuicarizing business’. in West 
isnd, being cut to death, found new 
valuable clues Sunday waich 
made them feel confident of the 
early arrest of the other men in the 


Dr, Etheridge, at whose home the 
mysterious’ Shultz called to receive 
medical treatment, was out at the 
time. Dr, L. W. Wiggins, who lives 
on South Pryor street, was sum- 
moned to the house, and he sewed 
up the gash. Dr. Etheridge came 
home jst as he was finishing up. 
and neither asked the man how he 
got cut, his initials nor his address. 
They told the officers that they had 
not seen the men before, so far as 
they knew. 

Held Without Bail. 

J. Cc. Thomas, of South Boulevard, 
who surrendered Saturday to Depu- 
ty Sheriff James D. Bazemore, and 
told him that he wes probably the 
man who cut Fred Thompson to 
death, is being held without bond 
pending the coroner’s inquest. He 
stated he 
was taken away from his weiner 
Stand at 280 Decatur street, by four 
me, who came there in an automo- 
bile, representing themselves as 
police officers, and told him that 
he would have to go with them to 
Police Chief L. Beavers’-office to 
Straighten out some matters per- 
taining to some checks upon which 
payment had been refused by the 
bank. 

Thomas stated that, believing they 
were officers, he got into the ma- 
chine with them and when they 
Started in the opposite direction of 
the station house, they explained 
that they had to go after another 
man before returning. Upon reach- 
ing the lonely spot at Lakewood he 
was seized and taken from the ma- 
chine, he stated, and held firmly by 
two men, while another unwrapped 
a long and heavy strap while the 
fourth held a pistol leveled at his 
head. 

He said they referred to anonmy- 
mous letters they had sent him, tell- 
ing him he would have to provide 
better for his wife and family, the 
letters being signed, “Eyes of 1,000 
Real Men,” they asserted, he claim- 
ed, that he had failed to heed the 
warning and that they had come ex- 


Believed Life Endangered. 

Believing his life endangered, he 
stated, he jerked loose from the grip 
of the man who held his right hand, 
grabbed his knife eut of his pocket 
and opened it oy plunging it 
into the arm of one of the men who 
held him. 

He is also under the impression 
that he cut this.man in the right 
thigh. He then asserts that he 
turned upon the man who was 
holding his left hand. and slashed 
him several times. He says this 
man, who is believed to have been 
Thompson, had an open knife and 
was doing his utmost to cut him. 

During the course of their inves- 
tigation into Thomas’ record it Is 
claimed that officers have learned 
that he had been before the re- 
corder’s court on charges of non- 
support of his wife. 

While admitting that she prob- 
ably did not have some of the com- 
forts of life to which a wife might 
be entitled, Mrs. Thomas is said to 
have protested her loyalty to the 
husband, and was unable to account

FINDING OF BODY 
CLIMAX TO MYSTERY 


Excitement Reigns in 
Chattooga, Following 
Discovery of Charred Re- 
mains of Mail Carrier. 


Lyerly, Ga., March 13.—(Special.) 
“We ithe jury, empaneled and sworn 
E. Kinsey, find that he came to 


to inquire into the death of Lewis 
his death bv+wounds from pistol 
shots in the hands of Clint D. 
Mathis.” 

The foregoing verdict was ren- 
dered this afternoon by the coro- 
ner’s jury investigating the cause of 
the death of Kinsey, former mail 
carrier, whose dead body was 
found Saturday in a lonely wood 
four miles east of Summerville. 

A forest fire had almost burned 
the head from the body, which was 
hidden under a brush pile. 

Post-morten examination revealed 
the fact that five bullets had en- 
tered Kinsey’s body.and his head 
had been crushed by some blunt 
instrument. The murder of Kin- 
sey is the most brutal] that has ever 
occurred in Chattooga county, and 
the people are greatly incensed over 
the affair. 

Burial was held this afternoon in 
the Summerville cemetery follow- 
ing a brief service at the grave. 


Sensational Case. 

The verdict reached Sunday aft- 
ernoon charging Mathis with the 
death of the former Summerville 
mail carrier, comes as a climax to 
one of the most sensational cases 
that has developed in north Geor- 
gia in some time, 

Some weeks ago Kinsey sudden- 
ly disappeared from his home in 
Summerville, and when no trace} 
was found of him for some time, 
foul play was feared and an inves- 
tigation started. 

Mathis, who is said to be the 
last man seen with Kinsey prior to 
his disappearance, was arrested and | 
placed in the jail at Rome for safe 
keeping, and was later branntéovel 
to the Fulton county Tower, where 
he is now held. 

The case became exciting when 
an anonymous letter was received 
in Summerville directing friends to 
drag a certain pond in the vicinity 
of the town if they cared to re- 
cover the _ body. The pond was 
dragged, but no trace was seen of 
the body. 

Saturday the body was found in 
the lonely wood described in the 
above dispatch. where it had prob- 
ably lain for some time. The cloth- 
ing was burned and the head al- 
most severed from the body by the

Will Be Killings, 
But Not Murders, 
Says Police Chief 


Chicago, March 13.—Inability of 
the police te cope with the political 
murder feud in the nineteenth ward 
here Sunuay resulted in the transfer 


of every policeman in the district. 
More than 700 police were sent to 
other stations by Police Chief Fitz- 
morris and an entirely new person- 
nel installed in the Maxwell and 
Des Plaines street stations. This is 
the biggest police shakeup in Chi- 
cegzo in decades. . 

The order came after three podlit- 
ical murders, alleged to have been 
committed by partisans of Alder- 
rman Jonn Powers and his rival for 
power in the nineteenth ward, An- 
thony D’Andrea, were committed in 
this district in one week. Chief Fitz- 
morris called both Alderman Powcrs 

d D’Andrea to his office Sunday. 

“There will be no more murders 
in the nineteenth,” he told them. 
“There will be killings, but the po- 
lice will do that.” 


Augusta Aviator 


Kills Aged Woman 
On Florida Beach 


Jacksonville, Fla., March 13.— 
Mrs. A. Wollenkoff, 70, of Vanwert, 
Ohio, was killed almost instantly 
today at Pablo Beach when an air- 
Plane driven by Monte Rolfe, of 
Augusta, Ga., struck her. 

Rolfe, with two passengers in 
the machine, was attempting to 
make a landing on the beach, and 
apparently did not see Mrs. Wol- 
lenkoff, who was stooping to 
gather sea shells. The plane struck 
her in the side, and she died a few 
moments later. A deputy sheriff 
took charge of Rolfe pending an 
investigation of the accident. 


1,608 U.S. Soldiers 
Arrive Back Home 
After Giving All 


New York, March 13.—The bod- 
ies of 1,608 American soldiers who 
died in France during the war ar- 
rived here today on the transport 
Somme from Antwerp. 

Five hundred and eighty-seven 
soldiers, who have been serving 
in the American army on the Rhine, 
returned the transport, which

Pistols barked their menace from 
the north. -Revolvers spat their 
leaden fury from the south. Auto- 
matics roared in sinister staccato 
from the east. Only the wild and 
woolly west was silent. 

This is the story of the three- 
cornered combat of Saturday night 
as rélated Sunday to United States 
Commissioner W. Colquitt Carter.

When the officers arrived they 
say that Smith suspected that the 
occupants of the other car had in- 
formed the authorities, while the 
negroes were just as positive that 
Smith was responsible. And then 
the battle started between the two 
parties—a battle in which the of- 
ficers were not overlooked. 

They were arrested in Clayton 
county by the government men. A 
tip had been furnished the federal 
officers that a liquor car .would 
transfer whisky into another auto- 
mobile at a point on the Fairburn 
road, and they got there just as the 
transfer was taking place, they say. 
There were three men in each car 
—one white man and two negroes 
in the delivering car and three ne- 
groes in the car receiving the liquor. 

A. negro in the delivering ma- | 
chine is said to have leveled ais gun 
at Officer Drautzberg but a negro 


in the receiving car opened fire and 
hit the other black, it is believed. 
The wounded man was ome of the 
four who escaped. 

During the melee, in which more 
than 30 shots were fired at the of- 
ficers, one of the machines and its 
occupants escaped, and Buttrom 
fled into the woods, pursued 
by Officer Drautzburg, who .cap- 
tured him after a chase of a quar- 
ter of a mile.

Denying absolutely that there 

was any basis for the fear enter-

“We.have positive informatio 
declared Mr. Hogsed, vice rah d 
president of the Brotherhood of 
Railway and Steamship Clerks, and 
secretary of the A., B. & A. strik- 
ers’ organization, “that no injury to 
anyone running an A., B. & A. train 
was contemplated by the union 
men. We shall be able to show 
that there were no strikers leav- 
ing Fitzgerald Saturday in auto- 
mobiles or otherwise to meet a 
train of the A., B. & A., at Cor- 
dele or any where else. The fear 
of the railway officials was utter- 
ly without grounds. . 

Heogsed’s Statement. 

“In fact,” he continued, “the 
union men in Fitzgerald and at 
Cordele knew nothing about the 
incident of the militia until they 
were-called by the strike head- 
quarters here and informed of the 
story appearing in the newspapers 
here regarding the calling out of 
the military company. 

“The report was an effort, we be- 
lieve, to prejudice the minds of the 
people against us. This strike has 
been, perhaps, the most orderly one 
ever held in this section of the 
country, and because of the fact 
that the men have been daily cau- 
tioned against being led into any- 
thing that would compromise otr

“TO FIREFIGHTERS 


Fifteen Injured and Oth- 
ers Reported Missing in 
Sunday Afternoon Blaze 
in Richmond. 


DAMAGE IS ESTIMATED 
AT HALF A MILLION 


Four Firemen and One 
Unidentified Civilian In- 
cluded in List of Known 
Dead. 


Richmond, March 13.—Five are 
known to be dead, two missing and 
a’ score injured, six of whom are 
in hospitals, as a result of one of 
the most destructive fires in this 
city in years, 

Four of the five dead were mem- 
bers of the same company of fire- 
men. They were on the roof of a 
buildine adjoining the six-story es- 
tablishment of the Charles G. Jur- 
gens’ Furniture company when a 
back draft caused an _ explosion 
which blew out the wall between 
the two buildings and crumpled the 
roof of the adjoining building. The 
fire fighters were precipitated to 
the street, being buried alive be- 
neath the debris. Their bodies, 
charred in some instances almost 
unrecognizable, were dug from the 
ruins by their comrades. 

Several of the bodies were identi- 
fied by means of rings and other 
jewelry. ? 

The entire fire department was 
called out to fight the blaze, which 
threatened to spread to other build- 
ings. For a while much of the re- 
tail shopping district known as 
Broad street, the principal retail 
business artery of the city, was 
threatened. Sparks from the prin- 
cipal blaze were carried to other 
parts of the shopping district and 
several other fires were nipped in 
their incipiency. / 

It is estimated that not less than 
10,000 persons witnessed the work 
of the firemen, which at times was 
spectacular. Street car traffic was 
suspended in the neighborhood of 
the blaze for several hours and 
telephone service was crippled on 
account of the falling wall which 
carried the wires down with them. 
éstimated at “be- 
tween $360,000 and $600,000. Public 
Safety Director Myers has ordered 
a thorough investigation of the con- 
struction of the buildings in an at-} 
tempt to fix responsibility for the 
deaths.

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Kneeling Before Prison Walls, 
Thousands Recite Rosary 
and. Leave in Silence. 


Deblin, March 13.—There was a 
striking demonstration here today 
in protest against the execution in 
Mount Joy prison tomorrow of six 
prisoners who are accused of com- 
plicity in the killing of intelligence 
officers and participation in an am- 
buscade. | 

Banners Bearing such, legends as 
“England murders the innocent in 
vengeance,” were borne through the 
streets in a procession arranged 
hastily by women overnight. The 
procession started at noon from &t. 
Stephen's green, and the paraders 
marched four abreast in military or- 
der in €om@lete defiance of the 
military regulations. They received 
constant accessions in strength from 
women and girls coming out of the 
churches, and also were joined by 
thousands of citizens, including 
many hundreds of Irish volunteers. 
There was nointerfference from the 
police. ot 

Reaching Mount Joy prison, 
where the condemned men are in- 


carcerated, the women lined up two : 


deep alonf the. prison wall and 
planted their banners opposite the 
gates. Then they knelt and recited 
the Rosary, after which they silently 
dispersed. 

Men Are Composed. 

The lord mayor of Dublin and 
Father O’Flannagan visited the con- 
demned men this morning. They 
reported that they were facing their 
fate with composure. 

Throughout Saturday night 
condemned men, who are. naiged/ 
off in cells one abdve the other, 
sang Irish songs. 

The lord mayor was officially in- 
formed tonight that the government 
had decided that-the law should 
take its course in the case of the 
six prisoners in Mount Joy prison. 
In consequence, the executions will 
be carried tomorrow morning. 

he Irish labor party has issued

Former Kaiser Has Writ- 
ten Book for Private Dis- 
tribution, Trying to Shift 
War Responsibility. 


The Hague, March 13.—In the 
book he has written for private dis- 
tribution in an attempt to show that 
Great Britain was responsible for 
the world war, former Emperor Wil- 
liam, of Germany. throughout al- 
Ways speaks of himself-in the third 
person. He paints William II. as a 
man who tried for thirty years to 
maintain peace in Europe, but says 
he was foiled by the _ perfidious 
machinations of Great’. Britain, 
France and Russia. 

Aslong ago as 1905, the former 
kaiser says, he tried to found a 
league of nations. 

Although no full copy of the book 
is yet available, and both the former 
emperor's entourage and the Dutch 
and German governments are wor- 
ried because of the publication of 
brief extracts from it, sufficient of 
the contents of the volume have 
leaked out to indicate the general 
trend of the entire book. The leak 
was principally due to the Berlin 
correspondent of The Rotterdam 
Maasbode. 


Begths in 1884, 


The cerrespondwent says the book 
begins with notes as far batk as 
1884 (William succeeded his father 
as king and emperor in 1888). 

“In some places,” says The Maas- 
bode’s correspondent, “the document 
is very interesting, especially notes 
of August 18, 1901, when he treats 
of the visit of William to Czar Al- 
exander III. at Narvik, when the 
ezar sald he hated the French re- 
public an@ wanted to restore a 
monarchy in France. But already, 
says the kaiser, a Russian-French 
military agreement had been negop- 
tiated, saying that in the event of 
the mobilization of any member of 
the triple alliance (Dre Ibund) a 
mobilization of French and Russian 
forces would be ordered immediate- 
ly and their armies thrown into ac- 
tion at once.” 

Under date of April 18, 1898, the 
former emperor wrote: _ 

“An English proposal for an alli- 
ance of Germany against Russia !s 
declined in order not to endanger 


the, world’s peace. 


“At the game time Delcasse (then 
French minister of foreign affairs) 
proposed to the German ambassador 
in Paris a German-French agrée- 
ment in order to Prevent the Portu- 
guese colonies falling under British 
influence. The proposal was not 
answered.” 


Drafted League Project. 


The former emperor also claims 
that he drafted a project for a 


league under date of March 24, 1903. 


“A& proposal,” says the book. “was 
made by the former kaiser to the 
czar and to Witte (then Russian 
foreign minister) to found a league 
of nations consisting of the triple 
alliance and the French and Russian 
alliance. with the understanding, 
also, that other groups or separate 
countries may become members of

Versailles, Ky., March 13.—Rich- 
ard James, negro, charged with the 
murder of Ben’T. Rogers and Homer 
Nave, at Midway, this county, on 
October 8, iast, was taken from the 
Woodford county jail by a mob 
early this morning and hanged from 


a tree, two miles from this city. 

The mob, composed of about 50 
men, came to Versailles between 1 
and 2 o’ciock this morning by au- 
tomobile. A guard was placed 
around the jail and feur men went 
to the door, aroused John T. Edzer, 
the jailer, took his keys and went 
te the negro’s cell, where they 
overcame the prisoner after a short 
struggle in which a blackjack was 
vsed by one member of the quar- 
tet. James was taken in an auto- 
mobile to the intersection of the 
Frankfort and Midway pikes, two 
miles from Versailligs, and hanged 
to a tree. 

The trial of the negro for the 
rwurder of Rogers and Nave, who 
were employed as guards at a 
Midway distillery, ended Saturday 
night, when the jury reported to 
Circuit: Judge R. L. Stout that it 
was unable fo reach a verdict. The 
jury had decided that James was 
guilty, but could not’ agree on the 
penalty. 

The two guards were killed while 
defending the distillery from an at- 
tack by a party of armed men who 
were attempting to remove whisky. 
James was said to have been a 
member of the attacking force. 

Although feeling has been run- 
ning hieh against the negro ever 
since his arrest, no _ threats of 
lynching had been heard. A cor- 
onér’s inquest will be held Monday. 
None of the members of the mob 
was identified by Jailer Edger. 


Chained Bodies 


Newton County Is Much Mys- 
tified Over Discovery of 
Crime Sunday. 


Covington, Ga., March 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Newton county was thrown 
into excitement. Sunday when it 
was learned thdt the bodies of two 
tied hand and 
foot, fastened together with a trace 
chain and heavily weighted with 
rocks, had been discovered in the 
deep water of Yellow river at Al- 
len’s bridge, near Stewart. 

A coroner’s jury, immediately 
summoned, was unable to arrive at 
any motive for the death of the 
negroes, and their bodies, which 
were so badly decomposed as to be 
unrecognizable, were buried on the 
banks of the river near the 
spot where they were found. Jt is 
believed the negroes were chained 
and hurled into the water from the 
bridge. 

A young white boy playing at the 
bridge noticed a foot protruding 
from the water and investigution 
revealed the submerged’ bodies. Dr. 
yy Hardeman, who made an ex- 
amination, “was of the opinion that 
they had been dead for ten days 
or more. 

Absolutely no trouble has oc- 
curred in this county recently to 
which the death of the two negroes, 
who are believed to have been about 
twenty years of age, might be at- 
tributed, and people in this vicin- 
ity are completely mystified over 
the occurrence, It is thought prob- 
able that the negroes came from 
Jasper county, as no Newton coun- 
ty negroes are reported missing.

Family Doctor 
Reveals Harding 
Health Secrets

Washington, March 13.—Dr. 
Charles S. Sawyer, personal friend 
and the man who is to be white 
house physician of President Har- 
ding, is “a high-speed gentleman, 
with no low or intermediate speeds 
in the make-up.” 


This is the reason, he explained 
in an interview Wednesday, that 
he “never could be satisfied to stay 
around Washington merely waiting 
for Warren Harding to get sick” 
and with nothing else to do. Both 
of these reasons figure in the presi- 
dent’s decision to launch his pri- 
vate physician on a survey of af- 
fairs relating to public welfare, 
education and social justice with an 
eye to making recommendations for 
more unified constructive handling 
of the whole situation. : 

Already in High. 


Incidentally, the high-speed char- 
acteristic has already evidenced it- 
self in Dr. Sawyer’s intention to be- 
gin conferences even before his 
nomination as brigadier general in 
the army has been acted upon by 
the senate. The first men he will 
see are the surgeon general of the 
public health service and the sur- 
geon general of the army. 

He obviously regards his duties 
as private physician to Harding as 
promising little activity. 

“TI have seen the Harding family 
physician,” he said, “for twenty- 
five years, but so far as the presi- 
dent is concerned I have had prac- 
tically no occasion to serve. The 
president is a physical giant in 
splendid condition. He is never 
sick. He represents today the high- 
est, that is, physically, as well as 
mentally and morally.” 

“Hiow do you account for the 
president’s remaining in such splen- 
did condition?” the doctor was 


asked.

‘That {js easy,” he smiled broad- 
ly. “Men become ill, become ner- 
vous, get upset because they reach 


too high for themselves. They are 
forced to put forth tremendous ex- 
tra effort. Fatigue comes and leads 
to mental disturbance. President 
Harding has never had ambition for 
himself personally. Hence he has 
had none of the liabilities which go 
with such a state of mind. 

“Again, many men resort to sub- 
terfuges. They lay awake nights 
trying to figure out how they can 
avoid doing something they have 
been pledged to do. President Har- 
ding hag never done this. He talks 
to men directly. looking them 
eucerely in the eye and because he 
carefully decides what he is going 
to do before he promises to do any- 
thing, he is never disturbed by the 
anxieties of those who promise to 
do something and then have to try 
to find a way of not doing it. Presi- 
dent Harding meets all probiems 
conscientiously and forms his con- 
clusions after the best evidence has 
been submitted him. Therefore, he 
has no worry nor, anxiety and has 
all of the characteristics necessary 
to maintain a normal healthful 
equilibrium. 

“That is why he has always been 
well and will continue to be.”

London, March 13.—A_ general 
strike has been declared in Petro- 
grad and the workers have demanc- 
ed an immediate convocation of a 
properly constituted assembly, ac- 
cording to a dispatch from Riga.

Taking the states as a whole, 
that is true; but Georgia, unhap- 
pily, is an exception. 

Our constitutional defect in this 
particular is considerably more 
“painful” than is that of the feder- 
al government. 

In Georgia we elect a governor 
at the same general election in 
which the president of the United 
States is chosen—on the first 
Tuesday following the first Mon- 
day in November—but we choose 
a@ governor every two years. 

The “painful interregnum” of 
which the Review of Reviews com- 
plains is the approximately four 
months which pass before the 
country can begin to realize on 
the expression of its wil] at the 
ballot-box. 

The magazine editorial points 
out’. for instance, that between 
last November 2 and the fourth of 
March the Wilson administration 
“lingered on without prestige or 
influence” by reason of its parti- 
san policies having been repudia- 
ted by the masses, and that dur- 
ing which lapse “the whole gov- 
ernmental machinery has _ been 
marking time.” 

Also, that the same thing hap- 
pened between the election of Wil- 
son, in 1912, to succeed Taft, when 
the country repudiated the repub- 
lican in favor of a democratic ad- 
ministration, and when “the re- 
publican defeat was almost or 
quite as emphatic as the recent 
democratic defeat.”

Iron-Ccontaining Fruits—Figs, ap- 
ples, plums, pineapples, strawber- 
ries, raisins, prunes. 

Iron-Containing Vegetables—Let- 
tuce, onions, asparagus, tomatoes, 
celery, sPinach, pumpkin. 

These foods are also rich in iron: 
Oatmeal, peas, almonds, egg yolks, 
whole wheat, walnuts, rye flour.

If after a fair- 
minded, impersonal investigation it 
is found that the present plan of

‘ sonally concerned in its existence. 


“J do not feel that the discussion 
of a matter of such vital impor- 
tance to the city is all ‘prema- 
ture.” It must be settled before 
building plans can be made, and the 
settlement of it concerns not simp- 
ly the children of the present but 
those of the future. Long after 
those of us who are considering this 
matter are dead and forgotten the 
children of Atlanta will be affected 
by the organization plans we are 
about to put into operation. 

Open Discussion Would Aid. 

“A free and open. discussion 
should aid the board of education in 
reaching a correct decision. It is 
net necessary to engage in person- 
alities or to impugn the motives of 
any person involved. We should 
be able to consider both plans pro- 
posed without resorting to inuendo 
or to propaganda. The board of 
education will give the people of 
Atlanta what they want, but it Is 


‘up to the people of Atlanta to in- 


form themselves as to what is the 
best plan of high school organiza- 
tion without being swept off their 
feet by surmises and sentiments. 

“Pérgonally, I am not trying to 
force a Plan on Atlanta. If the 
cosmopolitan plan is not the best 
it should be repudiated, but before 
being repudiated, it should at least 
be fairly considered. 

“Just a few points by way of vin- 
dicating the proposed plan and I 
shall probably have nothing fur- 
ther to say in regard to the matter. 
The plan is by no means original. 

“About five years ago Mayor Key 
while a member of the board of ed- 


‘ucation proposed the consolidation 
‘of the four high schools under the 


management of one principal. The 
board indorsed the proposal with 
the sanction and support of the 
president, Major Guinn, and the con- 
solidation was made.

Some of them are college people 
who have had occasion to pass on 
the work done in the high 
schools and are in position to de- 
termine the type of high school 
that is doing the best work. One 
of them, however, is principal of a 
Tech High school of 3,000 pupils. 

“As to northside and southside 
schools—every large city has sec- 
tional schools. Only small cities 
have central high schools. Think of 
the absurdity of making a child go 
all the way across town just to 
keen down snobbery. 

“T have nothing further to say, 
and am ready to enter wholeheart- 
edly into support of whatever plan 
is decided on, without ‘any person- 
al feelings whatever. T have great 
respect for Professor W. A, Sut- 
ton and I honor him for his manly 
stand.”

PHIROPRAGTIC CLAIMS 
DENED BY DOCTORS 


Statement Issued by the 
Fulton County Medical 
Society. 


An organization composed of hun- 
dreds of old line physicians of At- 


lanta and of Fulton county, through 
its publicity .committee takes di- 
rect issue with the chiropractic pro- 
Paganda based upon the case of lit- 
tle Miriam Rubin, of Illinois. 


The organization calls attention 


to the fact that the Journal of the 
American Medical 
made a complete 
the case and that it develops the 
fact that there was absolutely noth- 
ing in the chiropractic claims. 

Following is the statement of-the 
Fulton County Medical society on 
the subject: 

Medical Society’s Statement. 
Atlanta, Ga., March 10, 1921. 

Editor Constitution: In the inter- 
ests of public welfare, we wish to 
ask that you give the Fulton Coun- 
ty Medical society space in your 
columns to refute the allegations 
that Mirlam Rubin, 8-year-old child 
of Waukegan, Ill, who is said to 
have been “suffering from a strange 
talking malady,” has “completely 
recovered” as the result of the ef- 
forts of a chiropractor.

Inflammation of Brain. 

The case was one of epidemic 
encephalitis, an inflammation’ of the 
brain, with temperature ranging 
from 99 to 103, and active delirium. 
Her improvement has been gradual

70) PAY INCOME TA 


After That Time All Delin- 
quents Will Be Subject 
to Penalties. 


Two more days remain for filing 
income tax returns before the gov- 
ernment imposes a penalty of de- 
linquents, according to a warning 
from <A. O. Blalock, collector of 
internal revenue for this. state. 
Tuesday afternoon at 5 o’clockK will 
be the last moment for filing re- 
turns within the time limit, and 
state collectors have no alterna- 
tive except to impose fines for tar- 
diness after that time. 

This warning applies to all mar- 
ried men with an annual income of 
$2,000 or more, and all single men 
and women with an annual income 
of $1,000 or more. Deductions may 
be made by married men for de- 
pendent children and other lawfully 
recognized dependents, and by all 
persons for gifts to charity and 
churches, for interest paid during 
the past year, for bad debts and 
other legally acknowledged losses. 
Wives with independent incomes 
must file returns.

There were writers who bear a 
great part in the making of Amer- 
ican politics and policies, whose 
written words carry weight wher- 
ever read, And I laughed. 

It seemed to me that almost every 
writer there, of whom I had ac- 
quaintance, had a been baseball re- 
porter. There was Gus Karger, now 
one of the deans of the writers of 
Washington, who was a pretty fair 
baseball writer when he broke in 
and who might have amounted to 
something had he remained.in Cin- 
cinnati and kept on detailing the 
doing’s of the Reds. There was Jim 
Allison, now one of the most in- 
fluential political writers of the 
central west, who was an able- 
bodied baseball writer when Char- 
tie Comiskey managed the Cincin- 
nati Reds. There was Sam Blythe, 
whose early ambition was to en- 
lighten the baseball public, and 
Charlie Michaelson, who, however, 
wrote everything and never would 
confine himself to sport. Heywood 
Broun, who slings a nasty type- 
writer, was a pretty fair sort of a 
baseball scribe, as was Ring Lard- 
ner, who after graduating into the 
magazine game, comes back and 
takes a post-grad course in base- 
hall writing even now, when not 
busy with trifles like an inaugural. 

There was Menken, who might 
have been a corking baseball 
writer if the lure of higher-brow 
work had not drawn him, and be- 
side him was Henry M. Hyde, who 
wrote baseball in Chicago when 
\nson was cracking them along the 
base lines. 


The sinnt of an man's hrow 
need not adjust itself to his 
work to conform with the salinnt. 
Meaning that nx heeft knocker’s 
thought may fit a college pro- 
fessor. 


Altogether TI counted more than 
‘twenty-five of the leading polit- 
ical writers of the countrv 
were reformed baseball 
who get their training writing 
about the national sport. 

Some of us, of course, are con- 
renital lowbrows. yet it is remark- 
able what ae great contribution 
sport has made to the literature of 
the United States. O. Henry, at 
one stage of his career, wrote sport, 
and even in his later years boast- 
et that the best yarns he ever 
wrote were about ball games in 
Texas. Jack London wrote fight 
‘arns., and even after he became 
famous delighted in being assign- 
ed to cover a fight by some news- 
paper. Charlie Van Loan, who, 
when death ended his brilliant ca- 
reer promised to become the best 
writer of short stories in America, 
was a sporting writer, covering all 
kinds of sports and glorying in 
‘ight writing. George Ade was a 
baseball reporter in Chicago.

Peter Finley Dunn, creator of Mr. 
Dooley, wrote baseball and traveled 
with Anson’s team when the great- 
est aggregation of baseball] writers 
ever assembled accompanied the 
team. The aggregation consisted 
of Lenny Washburn, Charlie Sey- 
mour and Dunn. At that time of 
the three Washburn was considered 
the greatest. He was killed in an 
accident while riding in an engine 
hurrying back to write an account 
of a fight. 

George Barr McCutcheon tried 
baseball writing. but quit when he 
made a hit with’ novels, and his 
brother John, famous as a cartoon- 
ist, and a younger brother, Bennie, 
all covered baseball. Rex Beach 
and Paul Armstrong both tried 
their hands at baseball, as did Ed- 
win Balmer and Jim Opper, Jack 
Lait and Sam Merwin, Emerson 
Hough.

Eten a 
man dig®ing potatoes probably 
is envied. 


Perhaps the idea that watching 
ball games and writing about them 
is easy work has caused so many 
to try. Yet it is a remarkable 
fact that very few who start to 
report basebal] will stick to the 
job long enougn to learn the game 
and the men. I have seen hundreds 
who declared it was a “snap” who, 
by midseason, were willing to do 
anything to get themselves reliey- 
ed of the job. The constant travel, 
the living in crowds and excite- 
ment and the strain of fast work 
gets on their nerves. If they last 
out two seasons they usually be- 
come afflicted with the habit, get 
the trade mark of baseball stamp- 
ed upon them and never can get 
free. 

Many of them are interesting fel- 
lows, and it is a peculiar fact 
that few of the veteran writers of 
baseball make baseball a _ hobby. 
are interested in something 
else, and their hobbies take them 
We had a little fellow named 
Gilruth, who traveled with 
teams for years, and spent most 
of his spare time in public libra- 
ries and book shops in research 
work. He was writing a history 
of the chijldren’s crusades, and for 
years delved and searched for in- 
formation and spent his earnings 
for books, to prepare a complete 
history of those pathetic pilgrim- 
ages to the Holy Land. Bill Phe- 
lon, whose pecullar sense of hu- 
mor and practical jokes have made 
him -one of the best known men 
in the profession. is one of Amer- 
ica’s leading authorities on the 
American Indian and the movement 
of the tribes. Tommy Rice, who 
deserted the law to write baseball, 
is one of the best posted authori- 
ties in the world on the West In- 
dian and Caribbean countries, and 
on earthquakes and volcanoes. 
sides that he devotes a great patt 
of his spare time to the study of 
criminology @and possesses one of 
the finest libraries in America on 
detective and criminal history.

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Down Readjustment 
In Commodities List 
Continues, Says Dun’s 


While changes in wholesale prices 
last weék were fewer in number 
and more moderate in range, the 
comprehensive list of quotations 
compiled by Dun’s Review demon- 
strates that the downward read- 
justment is still in progress. The 
recessions during the current week, 
for the (forty-fourth successive 
week, again exceedetl the advances, 
the former numbering 59 and the 
increases 22. In this week of 1920, 
in contrast, the declines and ad- 
vances were about equally divided. 

A bearish government report on 
farm reserves of grain had a de- 
pressing effect in the past week, 
and some yielding developed in 
wheat, corn and rye. Heavier re- 
‘ceipts than expected were a factor 
in the price movement in this quar- 
ter, while free marketing caused a 
moderate yielding in live hogs and 
beef. Fairly strong conditions, how- 
ever, prevailed in sheep. In svm- 
pathy with the trend in hogs, prices 
of provisions liked firmness for the 
greater part of the week. Supplies 
of butter exceeded requirements 
and a sharp decline occurred in all 
table grades, whereas a much 
stronger tone was displayed by 
cheese. Strictly fresh-laid eggs de- 
clined sharply, and liberal offer- 
ings resulted in an abrupt fal] in 
the medium and average qualities. 

Apart from foodstuffs, the con- 
tinued pricé unsettlement in iron 
and steel attracted notice, a further 
lowering of quotations occurring in 
both seel and pig irqn. Most of 
the minor metals, moreover, remain 
at low levels. The cotton goods 
situation still reflects the irregu- 
laritv of the raw material, with ad- 
ditional yielding in print cloths and 
certain other fabrics, and price in- 
ducements are usually necessary to 
effect transactions in the hide mar- 
ket. In leather, the price situation 
is largely nominal, with a wide 
range in different quarters. 


DEFINITE SIGNS 
‘OF BUILDING BOOM 
SEEN IN REPORT 


What looks like a definite sign 
of improvement in the building 
trade is found in the February 
building returns to Bradstreet’s. 
These show a total expenditure at 
146 cities for the second month of 
the, wear of $77,840,102, a decrease 
of per cent from February a 
year ago, but a gain of 32 per cent 
over the month of January this 
year. ' 

In connection with the decrease 
from February a year ago, it should 
be observed that the decrease in 
January from the like month a year 
ago was 53 per cent, and the falling 
off in December was 52.8 per cent. 
In fact, it is necessary to go back 
to July last year to find a smaller 
decrease from the like month a year 
ago than was shown for February. 

An additionally favorable feature 
of the February as contrasted with 
the January returns is that while 
only one group, New  Bngiland, 
shows a gain over February, 1920, 
only one group, the western cities, 
show a decline from January this 
year.

Despite the smaller 
total of failures, on the other hand, 
the number of insolvencies involv- 
ing $5,000 or more in each case is 
larger last week, 173 such defaults 
comparing with 169 week before 
last.

SIMONS CONDONES 


ALLIED DEMANDS 


Tells Reichstag Germany 
Midst Not Rupture Rela- 
tions and Sees Cause for 
Heavy Penalties.¢ 


Berlin, March 13.—Dr. Walter 


Simons, the foreign secretary, de- 
livered a ninety-minute speech in 
the reichstag Saturday, during 
which he gave an elaborate exposi- 
tion of the proceedings at the re- 
cent reparations conference in Lon- 
den. The tone of the speech was 
noticeable for its extreme modera- 
tion. The speaker appeared to 
question whether the allied demands 
had been rightly estimated in Ger- 
many. 

“I must say,” -Dr. Simons de- 
clared, “that when one comes face 
to face with o opponents in Lon- 
don: when one hears what the situ- 
ation is in their countries and un- 
der what distress and cares they 
themselves are laboring, it becomes 
clear that their demands are not 
inspired merely by the intoxication 
of victory or lust for power, but 
that on the contrary they are the 
result of extraordinarily heavy 
troubles and distress in their own 
countries.’ 

While stoutly maintatning the al- 
leged illegality of the penalties, he 
declared he was strongly opposed to 
rupturing relations with the allies 
because “our position ip the world 
is not such that it coéould be tm- 
proved by a breach.” Dr. Simons 
admitted that it was possible to get 
a better world perspective from 
London than from Berlin and there- 
by realize how general the opin- 
ion is that Germany is in the wrong 
and jas not done enough to re- 
quite that wrong. 

“If we now resorted to severe 
measures,” said Dr. Simons, “this 
would only be regarded as confir- 
mation of the opinion and we 
should lose all that good will we 
so sorely need to extricate us from 
our great difficulties.” 

Dr. Simons described the pro- 
posed levy on German goods as “a 
gross blunder for the allies them- 
selves,” because, he declared, it 
would drive trade with Germany 
into the hands of speculators and 
hopelessly impede the formidable 
task of restoring international ex- 
change, which it would be impos- 
sible to do until the question of 
stabilizing German exchange was 
solved. 

“In my opinion,” said the foreign 
secretary, “the allied tactics will 
soon show themselves to be what 
they are—a politico- financial utopia 


and economic nonsense.
